A Talk By President FRANK O. LOWDEN 


ADIES and Gentlemen: Do not be 
L alarmed; I am not going to make 
a speech; I am not on the pro- 
gram and I am simply arising to ex- 
press the appreciation of our associa- 
tion to the Colorado Association for 
the very fine, perfect way in which 
they have discharged their duties as 
hosts of this association. (Applause.) 
To me the hospitality that has been 
extended to us is no surprise, because 
I have been in this great state many 
times before. You have heard one le- 
gend of this hotel in which we meet. 
I could give you an incident that 
happened in this hotel during the very 
first year of its existence. 

As I said to you this morning, my 
first visit to Colorado was more than 
forty years ago. I was out on a hunt- 
ing and fishing expedition in the ex- 
treme northwestern portion of the . 
state, and I had so delightful a time that I came the fol- 
lowing year for my vacation. This hotel had recently 
been opened. I registered here and I left with the clerk 
a trunk containing my “civilized” apparel. Most of the 
distance in those days we had to make either by stage 
coach or pack train. So I put on my hunting clothes and 
left the hotel for the trip. In about six weeks or two 
months I returned. In the meantime, I had permitted my 
beard to grow. It was not as light a color as it would be 
now if I repeated that operation. When I applied at the 
hotel for the return of my trunk I found myself almost 
in the same situation as that of the farmer described by 
Dr. Carr who threw his clothes in the river and then 
found his new ones were gone. At that time I was a law- 
yer. I want to add for the benefit of the ladies present 
that I was a very young lawyer. I never had a more 
difficult case to plead in my life than I had to plead with 
the clerk of this hotel, to persuade him that I was the 
man who had deposited a trunk here two months before. 
(Laughter.) 

It is pleasant to return to this historic place. I recall 
to this day the wonderful beauty of that western county 
in that far-off time. I have: certain pictures in my mind 
today. I recall once when a rainbow formed a perfect 
crown for one of the mountain peaks. You people who 
have lived here in the west have no duubt witnessed that 
phenomenon, but nothing more beautiful had I ever seen 
in my life. Then, when we were about ten thousand feet 
above the sea, the air was very rare, and I learned anew 
of the beauty of the sky. The stars did not have that 
faraway appearance that they have in almost every other 
part of the world. They seemed more friendly than they 
had been to me anywhere else. They seemed to come 
half way down from the sky to meet one in friendly com- 








panionship. 


The moonlight too, was 
of a different quality than I had 
ever seen. It seemed to be of 
a soft, fleecy substance that en- 


wrapped you with a genuine affection 
and friendliness. It was a beautiful 
time. I carry those pictures in my 
mind today, and I want to say to you 
who are young that as you grow older 
you will have no possessions that 
are dearer to you than the pictures of 
beautiful scenes that you have accmu- 
lated as you have passed this way. 
And now one word more. Beautiful 
as this state is, I cannot but feel that 
the words of Dr. Carr and Mr. Winger 
have added to its beauty, about plant- 
ing the black and white cow all over 
these valleys and these plains. I can- 
not help but think that as they in- 
crease in number, as they surely will, 
for Colorado has advantages for dairy- 
few other parts of our country possess, 


ing that 
they will enhance the beauty for those who should come 
after us and live in the open countryside. 

And that, you know, is one of the greatest compensa- 
tions that we who live upon the farm receive for all the 


very 


work we do. We may suffer under economic handicaps 
which others in the great metropolitan centers escape, 
but we have an intimate touch with beauty everywhere. 
In the sky above, the grass beneath otir feet, the flowing 
stream and open fields, we have compensations which 
none of those who live in the great cities can ever find. 


I have a meeting at my place of my tenants occasionally, 
and at the last meeting we devoted most of our time—I 
had not dared do it before—planning to see if we could 
not add to the beauty of our part of the countryside, be- 
cause that is the compensation we receive which no one 
can take away. 


Just one other thought and I am done. Living out in 
the open, under the sky, working with the forces of nature, 
dealing with the rain and the winds, coming in contact 
with all these varying phenomena which the farmer must 
meet, we get just a little deeper appreciation of the great 
mystery that surrounds it all and we escape the doubts 
of God which are coming all too often to our city friends; 
for out in the open country, knowing these great forces 
which we cannot believe should come with their benefi- 
cence and their beauty from mere chance, people still 
believe in God. We do have advantages, my friends, even 
with all of the economic handicaps under which we labor; 
and I thank you, Mr. Toastmaster, and I thank you, Mr. 
Winger, for what you have done to give us new pictures 
out here of nature’s beauty to carry home with us. 
(Applause.)

N SELECTING the title for this story, my first thought 
| was to call it “Elmwood—Home of All-Americans” in 

view of the fact that no other herd has at its head two 
sires with such record of All-American honors, one being 
five times All-American and the other twice All-American 
and once Reserve. My next idea was “Elmwood—Home 
of Great Foundation Cows” for their is hardly another 
herd in the country that can show such a wonderful ag- 
gregation of great breeding matrons. But on visiting the 
herd a short time ago and observing the results that are 
being accomplished by the mating of these fonderful cows 
and heifers with two such sires as “Sir Fobes’” and “King 
Bessie”, I could not fail to be impressed with the fact that 
here is a breeding establishment in comparatively early 
stages of its development that already takes rank among 
the select few at the very top of the list. 

Four different animals of Elmwood breeding have 
had All-American mention a total of five times and another 
bull born and raised on the farm has three times had AIll- 
American mention. The five sires that have been prin- 
cipally used in the building of this herd have all sired 
blue ribbon winners bred at Elmwood. Heifers bred and 
developed at Elmwood have made records up to better 
than 800 lbs. fat as two-year-olds. And one cannot look

home of Mr. and Mrs. George Rasmussen of Chicago. It 
is located just north of the city near Deerfield in Lake 
County. Pure bred Holsteins were “kept” on the large 
farm which was operated in connection with the summer 
residence. Robert V. Rasmussen, their son, while still 
a boy in college, became interested in building up a herd 
of better quality, we are told, by showing some of his 
animals at local county fairs and not meeting with too 
much success in competition with his neighbors. With 
the enthusiastic cooperation of his parents, Bob Ras- 
mussen started in to build a quality herd.

of Pabst Korndyke Star from one of the greatest breeding 
matrons of her generation. At Elmwood, this bull sired 
the twice All-American heifer, Oakwood Piebe Allie 2d. 
The other sire purchased at the same time was Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld 412147, who is now the Elmwood 
senior sire. 

“Sir Fobes” is the only sire and, in fact, the only ani: 
mal of either sex that has five times been named All: 
American. He is also the only bull that has been four 
times National grand champion or five times first at the 
National. His sire, Sir Bess Fobes Ormsby, is a son of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th from one of the best 
members of the Wisconsin Fobes family. His dam, Alice 
De Kol Hengerveld Pontiac, was never tested for the year, 
but has a 7-day record of over 24 lbs. fat (30 lbs. butter) 
and has proven her transmitting power by producing 
another son that showed with Sir Fobes for All-American 
Produce in 1926. Elmwood has exhibited the offspring 
of this sire with considerable success and they are wait- 
ing with much interest when his first Elmwood-bred daugh- 
ters will come into milk. 

The present junior sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
520107, was born at Elmwood in the fall of 1926. He was 
named Reserve All-American bull in 1927, All-American 
senior yearling bull in 1928 and All--American two-year- 
old in 1929. Last fall, one of his sons was All-American 
bull calf and a daughter was Reserves All-American heifer 
calf, while his Get of Sire, bred and exhibited at Elmwood, 
was considered as one of the most sensational calf gets 
of recent years.

of the breed for this age with 1,095.26 lbs. fat, and fresh- 
ened for the third time as a five-year-old and produced 
1.172.75 lbs. fat, and again as a seven-year-old with 1,128.4 
lbs. fat. Her last three records gives her the world’s 
championship for three lactations over all breeds, and 
she is also American champion for four lactations as well 
as the world’s champion for first two, first three and first 
four lactations. A few months ago, she freshened for the 
fifth time with a bull calf by Sir Fobes and we are told 
that she is again running on test and appears to be making 
a record that will be comparable with those that have 
gone before. 

The three records of Queen Bessie are the three high- 
est that have been made in the Elmwood herd and in 
the State of Illinois. They have, however, developed two 
other 1,000-lb. fat producers, Kathleen Triumph and Lady 
Pontiac Ormsby Piebe. Another 1,000-lb. fat producer in 
the herd today is Dutchland Pietertje Topsy Lass. 

As one walks through the beautiful and efficiently ar- 
ranged barns at Elmwood, one can see no less than 
twenty-nine different cows with records above 800 lbs. 
fat and averaging practically 900 lbs. fat. There are in 
the herd fifty-eight cows that have made yearly records, 
these records averaging just over 800 lbs. fat, and the 
fifty-eight cows have together seventy-nine records av- 
eraging better than 800 lbs. fat. Pictures of a number of 
these sensational producers published in connection with 
this story give a fairly good idea of the type that at Elm- 
wood goes hand in hand with production. 

If further evidence as to the type of the herd is needed, 
we might turn to the wonderful record made by the Elm- 
wood show herd in the last several years. They first 
broke into the All-American list in 1925 when Oakwood 
Piebe Allie was Reserve All-American two-year-old heifer.

been criticized for neglecting type in an effort to ob- 

tain high production and conversely for neglecting pro- 
duction in an effort to produce animals that would win 
in the show ring. Apparently the correlation between 
type, that is, external characteristics, and milk production 
is very slight yet the two are not incompatible and a little 
more discrimination on the part of the breeder should 
enable him to produce animals which possess both of these 
desirable characteristics. The show ring winnings of an 
animal may be taken as one measure of type and the 
corresponding measure of production is the Advanced 
Registry. Therefore, if the grand champion cows in a 
preed also have good A. R. records, that breed may be 
said to combine type and production, If the grand cham- 
pion cows have poor A. R, records, the breed does not 
combine type and production. And finally if the grand 
champion cows have no A. R. records, the breeders and 
owners are not giving their animals a fair show in com- 
parison with some of the other breeds in which the men 
are more enterprising. In the following tables are pre- 
sented lists of the grand champion cows in the Holstein 
breed, the first ten aged cows at the National for the 
past three years and the first two aged cows at the East- 
ern States Exposition for the same three years with their 
A. R. records if they have any. 

In Table I it will be noted that 18 different cows have 
won the grand championship at the 23 Nationals held 
from 1906 to 1929 inclusive. Three animals had no official 
records, while the remaining 15 or 88% had an advanced 
registry record of some kind. Five were yearly tests, the 
best two averaging 30,677 lbs. milk and 980 lbs. fat at 
four and five years respectively, and two two-year-old rec- 
ords averaging 13,192 lbs. milk and 491 lbs. of fat, Two 
records were for 305 days and averaged 17,916 lbs. milk 
and 620 lbs. fat and the remainder were 7-day tests rang- 
ing from 11 to 22 lbs. of fat.

As shown in the above table, eight out of the first ten 
aged cows at the 1928 National had official records. six 
of which were yearly tests ranging from 13,000 to 25.000 
pounds of milk, 2 mature records averaging 25,666 Ibs.

Six of the first ten aged cows at the 1929 National had 
A. R. records. Two were yearly tests averaging 23,688 
lbs. milk and 891 lbs. fat, two were 305-day records and 
two were short tests. As brought out by a comparison of 
the three years, it is worth noting that the proportion of 
7-day tests is diminishing while the ten months and yearly 
tests are increasing.

Thus a study of the preceding tables reveals the fact 
that on the whole the Holstein breed does combine type 
with production at least insofar as this brief survey may 
be used as an indication. The majority of the animals 
having A. R. records had good records and the past two 
or three years showed a tendency to get away from the 
7-day test and to put long-time records on the cows as 
three-year-olds. However far too many aged cows have 
no official records to prove their right to serve as founda- 
tion cows in the herds of future breeders and it is to be 
hoped that in the not too distant future the fairs will 
establish certain minimum production requirements for 
entry to the judging classes.

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The Great Drought 


HE agricultural situation is much on the front pages 
I of the newspapers these days, and it seems evident 
that already the widespread drought and heat of the 
past month or more has assumed the aspect of a natioual 
calamity. Naturally some sections are much harder hit 
than others, and it seems impossible to forecast the event- 
ual outcome. Certain it is that much suffering and hard- 
ship will result in the areas most seriously affected. It 
seems equally certain, although it will not be of much 
help to those farmers whose crops have been ruined, that 
all grain crops affectéd and feeds for live stock will be 
higher. Dairy products, due to the greatly lessened pro- 
duction, should also regain much of the ground lost since 
last fall. The Dairymen’s League has already announced 
an increase of thirty-seven cents a hundred pounds for 
fluid milk, effective August 11. 

This suituation is somewhat complicated by the lack 
of buying power of many city consumers as a result of 
the general industrial depression. Higher food prices 
will bring that much added hardship this winter, but it is 

situation that must be faced. The producers will still 
be carrying their share of the load. 

Reports seem to indicate that many dairy cattle in 
the worst affected areas are being sold for slaughter on 
account of lack of feed and water. Many farmers are 
already encroaching on next winter’s feed supplies so that 
. further drastic culling of dairy herds is in prospect for 
some time to come. The outlook for prices of live stock 
for slaughter, on account of these factors, would appear to 
be somewhat unfavorable. 

Ordinarily it would be expected that a higher level of 
milk prices would be reflected in higher prices for dairy 
cows—particularly those due in the fall and early winter. 
Just how much this will be affected by any possible forced 
selling of dairy cows in the worst affected areas is a de- 
velopment that can only be guessed at right now. 

Perhaps this is the way of Providence in reducing sur- 
pluses in many lines of agricultural production, but it is 
bitter medicine for those farmers who are forced to bear 
he brunt of it. 


Meanwhile, as these lines are written, President Hoover 
and the Farm Board, together with the governors of 
twelve states are conferring on means of emergency relief. 
Perhaps a break in the weather even now would salvage 
more of the apparently ruined crops than now seems 
possible. 

The following press release from the Federal Farm 
Board under date of August 7, may be of interest here: 

“The Federal Farm Board is deeply concerned by the 
reports of serious drought in a number of agricultural 
regions. 


“The United States Department of Agriculture and its 


allied agencies are now surveying the dry sections to 
determine the degree of damage to crops and its pro- 


spective effect on farmers and their live stock. In the 
meantime, the Federal Farm Board is studying its own 
power for financial aid. 


“Under the Agricultural Marketing Act the Federa} 
Farm Board cannot give anything to anybody, but it has 
considerable discretion in the matter of terms on loans, 
There is also the the Grain Stabilization Corporation 
through which the Board may work. 


“If existing feed distribution agencies or other business. 
men and farmers in any stricken community, county, dis- 
trict, or state will form under the laws of their own state 
a responsible corporation which will guarantee the pay- 
ment of notes to be given by individual farmers, a plan 
probably can be quickly developed whereby the Grain 
Stabilization Corporation can sell feed grains of any kind 
in car lots at market prices on easy payments of one or 
two years. The local organization would arrange for local 
distribution of the feed thus supplied and see to the col- 
lection of the farmers’ notes when due. It would make 
no profit on its own services and would make proper local 
arrangements for the payment of freight. 

“The Federal Farm Board can in this way help every 
community that is willing to help itself. The Grain Stab- 
ilization Corporation has plenty of grain and can buy more 
o replace that sold for feed, thus keeping its own sup- 
plies intact. 

“The plan is believed to be practical and workable. It 
would relieve suffering, dispose of a part of the grain sur- 
plus, and put no man nor community under the necessity 

’ asking for charity. If local communities will do their 
part, no substantial farmer need lack for feed for his live 
stock and no stock need be sacrificed on present markets.” 


The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows the latest 
O picture of the famous producer, Queen Bessie Piet- 

ertje Ormsby 648084. It was taken just before 
freshening for her fifth lactation which is now in progress. 
Queen Bessie started making history at her first freshen- 
ing as a senior 2-year-old when she set up a mark of 895.63 
lbs. fat, 24,587.5 lbs. milk at 2 years, 7 month of age. This 
was a new championship mark for her class when made. 
Her second freshening was at the age of 4 years, 2 months, 
and this time she made 1,095.26 lbs. fat, 26,895.3 lbs. milk, 
the fat record placing but sixteen pounds under the 
World’s Champion for the age, and in fact still standing 
second in class. Her first record and all but the con- 
cluding part of her second record were made in the herd 
of her breeders, Spaulding Farms, Warren, Minn. When 
the 4-year-old record was nearly finished she was sold at 
auction to her present owners, Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, 
Ill. A few months after completing this great record she 
freshened again, dropping the famous King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje, and went on to make two other records, each 
above 1,100 lbs. fat, as follows: at 5 years, 8 months, 
1,172.75 lbs. fat, 28,869.9 lbs. milk, and at 7 years, 5 months, 
1,128.4 lbs. fat, 28,122.7 lbs. milk. This gives her an av- 
erage for her first four lactations of 1,073 Ibs. fat, 27,- 
118.8 lbs. milk, with an average test of 3.95%. No other 
cow of any breed has equalled this average for her first 
four lactations. Her average for her three years above 
2-year-old form is 1,132.14 lbs. fat, which has never been 
equalled by any other cow of any breed for three year’s 
work, regardless of age. She apparently has designs on 
many other long-distance records as she continues on her 
way. Queen Bessie was sired by a line-bred son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, the sire’s dam being an 800-Ib. 
fat granddaughter of “Old Sir Piet”. Her own dam, a re- 
markable cow, has a record of 883 lbs. fat, 22,914.6 lbs. 
milk. 

Not the least of the achievements of Queen Bessie 
was her production of the son already referred to, King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. Retained as a herd sire at Elm- 
wood, he was a sensational winner as a calf, senior year- 
ling, and 2-year-old, being Reserve All-American calf in 
1927, All-American senior yearling bull in 1928 and AIll- 
American 2-year-old bull in 1929. His popularity and fame 
were further increased by the winning of one All-Ameri- 
can and one Reserve All-American placing by his young 
offspring in 1929. 


We take our hats off to Queen Bessie and wish for her 


many more years of success in setting up marks for the 
rest to shoot at.

on August 6 of Mr. W. Austin Clemons, secretary- 
treasurer of The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada. Mr. Clemons had been seriously ill since last No- 
vember with a combination of heart and kidney trouble 
and the end was not unexpected. Born at St. George, On- 
tario, fifty-nine years ago, his untimely death ended a 
career of service to the Holstein industry in Canada that 
is without parallel. He was serving his eighteenth year as 
secretary-treasurer, succeeding his father, Mr. G. W. Clem- 
ons, who also served eighteen years in the same capacity. 
From 1893 to 1900 Austin Clemons was in active charge of 
the office, as assistant to his father. In the latter year 
he took a position with Canadian National Records office 
at Ottawa as Live Stock Record clerk, returning in 1912 
to succeed his father as secretary-treasurer of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association the following year. His son, 
George M. Clemons, who has been assistant secretary for 
the past several years, is now carrying on as Acting Secre- 
tary, the third generation of the Clemons family to serve 
in this connection. 
Quiet and unassuming by nature, Austin Clemons was 
a friend whose friendship lasted. Those who knew him 
best, appreciated and loved him best. His clean living 
and high ideals were an inspiration. In his work as an 
executive officer he built an organization that was a model 
of efficient, prompt and courteous service. His was a full 
life, for in addition to his regular duties he found time 
to serve his community, being for many years secretary of 
the Brantford Rotary Club and a member of the council 
of the Board of Trade. He was keenly interested in all 
forms of active sport, particularly hockey and lacrosse, 
being prominently identified with the movement in recent 
years to re-establish the latter sport throughout Ontario. 
Surviving in the immediate family are his widow, his 
son, George, and a daughter, Helen. His brother, Percy. 
who has carried on the original Clemons herd established 
by his father and which is now the oldest in the Dominion, 
and two sisters also survive. 


The funeral was held from his late home in Brantford 
on Friday August 8. It was an impressive service, with 
a large outpouring of friends and associates and many 
beautiful floral tributes from individuals and organizations 
throughout Canada and the United States. The Brantford 
Rotary Club attended in a body, and there was a large 
representation from the Holstein fraternity. The bearers 
included three from the Rotary Club and three from the 
Holstein-Friesian Association, the latter being Past Presi- 
dents C. T. Houck and James Rettit and A. E. Plant, first 
vice president. Other past presidents in attendance were 
John Richardson of Caledonia, Fred W, Lee of Springford,

bringville. W. J. Elgie, a vice president of the organiza- 
tion was also present from Sault Ste.

By the same token the fat in the milk of Angus or 
Short Horn cows must be oleo.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In the Round Table for the issue of May 24th, I wrote 
as follows: “The publication by the Association of their 
records of fat only, would not necessarily indicate that 
the breeders could not use the butter equivalent in their 
pedigrees if they so desired.” 

I do not think that you can change the mind and 
thought of the average breeder as regards butter and fat 
overnight. The change will be gradual and will take 
some time. 

It is interesting to note that some of the largest Jersey 
breeders in the country still have their pedigrees com- 
piled showing only butter and that computed on an 85% 
butterfat basis. The highest averaging Jersey Sale of 
the year was sold with a catalog containing pedigrees 
showing butter only. 

We are prepared however to furnish pedigrees com- 
piled on either a butter or a fat basis just as the indi- 
vidual breeders desire. 

We recently completed two orders for herd register 
pedigrees for over 100 head from each breeder and in 
both cases they wanted the pedigrees compiled using the 
term butter as heretofore.

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NEW ENGLAND BREEDERS’ PICNIC 


All parts of New England were well represented at the 
Annual Field Day and Picnic of the New England States 
Holstein-Friesian Association, at Hartsbrook Farm, the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. E. P. West and family, near Hadley, 
Mass. Upwards of 300 attended. The morning was spent 
in looking over the fine Holstein herd, which is headed 
by Fobes Brookholm Inka, a son of Brookholm Inka from 
Wisconsin Fobes 7th. Quite a large percentage of the 
crowd participated in a judging contest, two rings of four 
cows each being placed, with T. E. Elder of Mount Hermon 
School as official judge. First prize was won by Clarence 
Parsons of Amherst with Sumner Parker of Amherst. and 
Roger Estey of Gilbertsville, second and third. 


Picnic lunches were then enjoyed on the spacious and 
shady lawn, with plenty of cold milk and ice cream fur- 
nished by the hosts. Immediately after lunch, M. C. Pea- 
pody, president of the New England Association called 
the crowd to order and after short talks by Houghton 
Seaverns and T. FE. Elder, respectively secretary 
and director of the MHolstein-Friesian Association of 
America, introduced Andrew L. Felker, Commissioner of 
Agriculture for New Hampshire, who gave the principal 
address of the day.

HANCOCK COUNTY (ILL.) FIELD DAY TO BE UNIQUE 
EVENT 


August 26th will be a day of singular significance to 
the Holstein industry in Illinois for on that day hundreds 
of people are expected to assemble at a Field Day in Han- 
cock County to pay their respects to the Holstein cow for 
having won her way to prominence in a Central Illinois 
corn belt county. That the word prominence is not 
misused in this connection will be evident to those who 
see the Holstein show of Hancock County animals at the 
Field Day and encounter the enthusiasm for the black and 
white cow which will likely be apparent on every hand and 
particularly to those who take the time to drive for a 
short distance in any direction from the scene of the 
Field Day for a visit to any of the Holstein herds in the 
Vicinity. 

The event will be held at the farm of George W. Single- 
ton, on the oiled road directly between Carthage and 
Dallas City, 93% miles north of Carthage, 6144, miles south 
of Dallas City, within easy reach of concrete highways 
No. 9 at Carthage and No. 95 which runs south from Dallas 
City to within three miles of the farm. The Singleton 
Farmstead was selected for the Field Day, which is spon- 
sored by the Hancock County Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
on because of its beautiful improvements and ample 
grounds. It is at the same time particularly fitting that 
the event should be held here, for Mr. Singleton’s herd 
of fifty odd pure bred Holsteins has been assembled by 
purchases made entirely within Hancock County. 

The Holstein development in the County has come with 
Striking rapidity. Less than a dozen years ago there was 
scarcely a pure bred black and white cow in the County. 
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Local men tell us that E. B. Whitcomb and Rolla J. Ash 
were principally responsible for starting the breed in 
this locality. Their unwavering faith in the black and 
white cow has always been sustained by the performance 
of their own herds. Their enthusiasm, thus well-grounded, 
has been highly contagious and fortunately for the indus- 
try it has been accomplished by the realization that good 
breeding, good care and good health of the cattle are 
essential to success. During this brief period of years, the 
industry has grown to the point where Hancock County 
now has a larger number of members in the Illinois Hol- 
stein Association than any other county in the State. The 
County Association which is sponsoring the Field Day is 
closely affiliated with the State Organization, each mem- 
ber of either organization in the County

Four-H Club members, without territorial limit, are 
invited to exhibit their Holstein calves. Prizes ranging 
from $20.00 for first place, to $5.00 for fourth place are 
offered for this feature. 


A judging contest for high school judging teams, as 
well as a contest for individual judges, open to anyone 
under 21 years of age, will be sponsored by the Hancock 
County Association, who offer handsome loving cup tro- 
phies to the team and individual who win the high honors. 


The Hancock County Breeders are getting close to the 
real spirit and purpose of a black and white Field Day in 
their plan to have on exhibit a large number of animals 
from herds in the County. Preliminary inspection of sev- 
eral of these animals gives promise of a high degree of 
excellence in this show. There will be full classes for 
both sexes and all ages. The cattle will be judged and 
ribbons placed upon the winners. Another unusual 
feature will be the luncheon served and sold by the ladies 
of the community, the proceeds of which are to be given 
to the Hancock County Memorial Orphanage. 

Breeders without distinction as to the color or origin 
of their cattle, are cordially invited to attend this Field 
Day as are all friends of the Hancock County and State 
Associations.

King Segis Alcartra Prilly has just 
died at Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., at the age of fourteen years. His 
death removes the last of the Century 
sires, he having 110 A. R. daughters 
of which six have records from 800 to 
933 lbs. fat. His owners had just re- 
ceived his Silver Medal certificate, to- 
gether with one for his former run- 
ning mate, Creator, and they have 
heen advised by the Advanced Regis- 
try office that both sires are entitled 
to Gold Medal certificates, which are 
new being prepared. The _ present 
Pabst herd is built almost entirely on 
the blood of these two sires and the 
combination of the blood of the two 
has been very effective. One of the 
Jatest heifers of this cross to finish 
is Pabst Prilly Cornflower, a daughter 
ot King Segis Alcartra Prilly from a 
Reserve All-American and State Rec- 
ord-breaking daughter of Creator. Her 
figures are given as 624.9 lbs. fat from 
7,758.5 lbs. milk at just 24 months 
old. A more complete story of the 
work of the last of the Century sires 
will «ppear in an early issue. 


Union County, Pa., is putting across 
the largest Calf Club project in the 
state, according to County Agent L. E.

In 1927, Sir Fobes was All-American aged bull, King Bessie 


was Reserve All-American bull calf and Colantha Hark 
Delaphene was Reserve All-American aged cow. In 1928, 


they had the All-American aged bull and senior yearling 
bull, bred and exhibited the All-American heifer calf and 
Reserve All-American junior yearling bull and also showed 
the Reserve Al!-American three-year-old heifer. In 1929, 
they had the All-American aged bull and two-year-old bull, 
bred and exhibited the All-American bull calf and Reserve 
All-American heifer calf, exhibited the All-American four- 
year-old heifer who was a member of the All-American 
Produce, and also bred the All-American senior yearling 
heifer calf. No exhibitor has made such a showing on the 


All-American for the two years 1928 and 1929. In 1929. 
they had more All-Americans than any other exhibitor 
and were tied for first place with one other as breeders 


of All-Americans. Exhibiting at the National, Waterloo, 
Central States and three state fairs, this herd won either 
Premier Breeder or Premier Exhibitor or both at every 
one of these shows. In 1928, exhibiting at eight shows of 
state and national calibre, they won a total of 148 ribbons, 
including 27 championships, 56 firsts, 18 second and 26 
thirds and fourths. The previous year, 1927, at seven lead- 


ing shows, they won a total of 168 ribbons, including 
twenty-six championships, 45 firsts, 21 seconds and 17 
thirds. 


Important as are the winnings by the score or more 
of the outstanding stars of the herd, we believe that from 
a breeding standpoint even more important is the high 
average quality of the entire herd. This was indicated 
by the herd classification when the Elmwood herd was 
classified by the entire committee and received a rating 
of 26 Excellent, 20 Very Good and 10 Good on a herd of 56, 
not one animal being rated either fair or poor.

Another 
‘rom Mildred Pontiac Pietertpe Ormsby, one of the best 
prize-winning daughters of Duke’s Mixture. Another from 
Roycroft Beauty Sylvia, a great little cow who was dam 
of the Reserve All-American junior yearling bull in 1928. 
Others out of Calamity Snow Sylvia, Segis Pontiac Nancy 
and other great Canadian bred matrons that are making 
history at Elmwood. One of the best youngsters that I 
saw there was the daughter of Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld trom Oakwood Piebe Allie, a cow that has twice had 
All-American mention as well as producing a twice All- 
American daughter. I am looking forward with a great 
deal of interest to seeing some of these heifers on the show 
circuit this fall. 

Naturally, every precaution is tanen to guard the 
health of this outstanding herd. Dr. Lothe, of Waukesha, 
Wis., one of the recognized leaders of the veterinary pro- 
fession, makes a weekly inspection of the entire herd. 
For a number of years, the Elmwood herd has been fully 
accredited and was one of the first of the big breeding 
establishments to take up the blood test in a serious way, 
All positive reactors have been removed to barns on 
another farm where they are maintained under conditions 
that seem to be about ideal for combating this disease. 
Shortly before freshening a positive cow goes into “soli- 
tary confinement” in one of a number of small buildings 
at some distance from the others where she is kept for 
several weeks after freshening. after which she is put 
back herself in a box stall for several weeks more, and 
before going back into the regular stanchion line with the 
the other positive cows. As a result of these and other 
sanitary precautions, the breeding record of the positive 


herd compares tavorably with that of many all-negative 
herds. 

Just a word about the “man behind the cows” at Elm- 
wood might be in order. R. V. Rasmussen, a young man 


in his early twenties, is a vice president of the National 
Tea Company, with headquarters in Chicago, but gives a 
great deal of his time and thought to the planning of his 
breeding program. For the past six years he has made a 
systematic study of Holstein blood lines and Holstein 
type and is one of the best posted authorities of the 
present day on the subject. Along with this knowledge he 
has the vision to plan for the future and the enthusiasm 
‘o carry his plans into execution and is rapidly realizing 
his ambition to make Elmwood internationally known, 
not only as the home of great foundation animals but as 
one of the really constructive breeding establishments 
of the country. Lack of space forbids a detailed dis- 
cussion of the many wonderful foundation matrons that 
are being used to accomplish this purpose, so we are 
leaving it to the pictures published in this issue to tell 
this part of the story of Elmwood Farms.

Quality Holsteins at North Dakota

The aged cow class was probably 
the most attractive of the show, with 
twelve shown and quality extending 
far below the money-winning places. 
Tue blue ribbon went to J. D. Bacon 
on Ormsby Pietertje Bess De Kol, a 
cow with plenty of scale, a perfect top 
and well balanced, throughout. She 
was later awarded the Grand Cham- 
pion honor. Yankton Pontiac Colan- 
tha 3rd, owned by Yankton State 
Hospital, was second in this class. She 
was not quite as good on the topline 
and lacked condition and quality of 
the cow which stood above her. The 
three-year-olds made another very at- 
tractive class although only six were 
brought out. The first place went to 
J. D. Bacon on Abbekerk Ormsby 
Laurel, a heifer showing great dairy 


quality, a wonderfully well balanced 


udder and a very clean cut head and 
neck. Wisconsin Board of Control 
had a mighty good one in second in 
Korndyke Bess Piebe Alice. She did 


not show quite as well balanced ud- 
der as the first place heifer. In third 
place was Northwest Altoona De Kol 
from the Bacon string. Probably the 
most attractive individual of the class 
in most respects. but showing dry and 
for this reason considered too great a 
speculation to be placed above the two 
heifers mentioned. Next in the line 
was a mighty attractive heifer shown 
by the Agricultural College which 
might have looked well, higher in the 
class. The two-year-old class of eight 
was not up to the same standard of 
the older classes. Among the senior 
yearlings, the Wisconsin heifer, Wis- 
consin Tidy Fobes, was quite out- 
standing, showing excellent symetry 
and a very promising udder. Bacon’s 
Junior yearling, Bacon Princess De 
Kol, won her class and was junior 
champion of the show. She is a heif- 
er with size, balance of parts and a 
well formed udder. The calf class was 
large and quality, generally speaking, 
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was better than in the yearling or 
two-year-old classes. This class was 
won by Wisconsin Board of Control 
on Wisconsin Flossie Tritomia, with 
Wisconsin Pinkie Tritomia in second 
place and two Bacon entries filling the 
next two places. 

The bull classes were not as well 
filled as the female classes. Four 
aged bulls were shown and the class 
was won rather easily by Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby Lad from Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control herd. He was 
later made Grand Champion bull. He 
is showing to a better advantage than 
last year when he made hot compe- 
tition for many good bulls at the 
larger shows. Sir Amos Tayne Beta 
shown by Bacon was in second place. 
He lacked the dairy make-up of the 
first bull and was not quite as square 
and level in the rump. St. Cloud 
Ormsby Marathon Maid owned by 
Carl Brant, Glyndon, Minnesota, was 
much the same type as the second 
place bull but not quite as straight on 
top as the bull which stood above him. 
Stroud Ormsby Lewis, owned by E. 
L. Tarr, Walcott, North Dakota, stood 
next in line. A well balanced bull but 
lacking in scale and condition. 

For junior champion Judge Van 
Pelt selected the bull calf entry, Wis- 
consin Tritomia Lad Ormsby. He was 
quite outstanding among the younger 
bulls and a calf which is good in prac- 
tically all respects. 

Two County herds were shown— 
first being won by the Grand Forks 
County entry, and second going to 
Richland County breeders.

NEW YORK MILK PRICE UP 37 
CENTS 

Drought conditions, which — have 
caused a steady shrinking of milk 
supplies, necessitates an increase of 
97 cents per 100 pounds on Class 1 
milk and 20 cents on Class 2 to be- 
come effective Monday, August i, 
says an announcement by the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Association, 
Inc. : 

Severe burning of pasture lands and 
widespread damage to the ensilage 
corn crop as well as scarcity of water 
in many sections have materially in- 
creased milk production costs,’ said 
J. D. Miller, vice president of the 
Dairymen’s League, in a statement an- 
nouncing the higher prices. 

“Of course, dealers are not likely 
to greet any increase in prices with 
enthusiasm because of the sales re- 
sistance it naturally creates. Despite 
the reluctance of dealers, the metro- 
politan health authorities and the con- 
suming public to have prices raised, 
and despite the League’s recognition 
of present economic conditions it has 
felt compelled to initiate prices that 
will bring a higher return to produc- 
ers immediately. 

“New York requires ample supplies 
of pure. safe milk. During the last 
two weeks” production has_ been 
shrinking rapidly. Condenseries and 
cheese factories have been shut down 
and their supplies diverted to the fluid 
market. Low production has resulted 
primarily from feeding conditions. 
Dairymen must feed grain and hay to 
stimulate production. Drought condi- 
tions in the west are making feeds 
more costly. In raising milk prices 
the Dairymen’s League acts to pro- 
vide farmers a return for their milk 
that will enable them to feed and care 
for their cattle in the manner neces- 
sary to increase supplies so that the 
cities may have enough of the high 
quality milk they require.”

A tour of New York and Vermont 
communities has just been completed 
by Earl J. Cooper, director of exten- 
sion of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America. Mr. Cooper was the 
principal speaker at three meetings 
in New York and Vermont and at two 
of the New York meetings H. H. Wing, 
president of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, and W. D. Rob- 
ens, secretary of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, had prom- 
inent parts in the program. Frank 
Price, business manager of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, accompanied Mr. 
Cooper throughout the tour. 

At these meetings Mr. Cooper ac- 
quainted the breeders present with 
the work of the extension department 
and the ways in which the helps given 
by the extension department could be 
applied to the problems of the breed- 
er. During his talks he also laid a 
great deal of stress upon the value of 
Advanced Registry work, urging at 
the same time that a program of cull- 
ing be carried on in the herds be- 
cause of the advantageous conditions 
for such work. Mr. Cooper’s talks 
were well received and New York and 
Vermont breeders enjoyed the oppor- 
tunity of meeting the Director of Ex- 
tension and learning first hand how 
the extension monies of the associa- 
tion are spent for the advancement of 
the breed.

ed as desirable for adoption on the 
part of Vermont breeders was the 
sending of a state herd to the East- 
tern States, the adoption of the herd 
test and the support of a New England 
or state sale. 

E. H. Loveland, head of C. T. A. 
work in the state, told Vermont breed- 
ers that they should use herd sires of 
proven production and make greater 
use of the herd test to establish pro- 
duction in Vermont herds. He spoke 
briefly of the dairy sire program be- 
ing adopted by New England states 
and after the same had been outlined 
the Vermont breeders unanimously 
adopted it, appointing A. P. Bigelow 
of Middlesex, to meet with represent- 
atives of other breeds to work out a 
satisfactory program. James G. Wat- 
son, live stock editor of the New Eng- 
land Homestead, endorsed the dairy 
sire program, speaking particularly 
of the acute need in Vermont as well 
as the other states of better sires in 
order to keep up progress and develop- 
ment of better herds. Mr. Watson 
spoke of the necessity of getting be-

nearby states in Vermont products. 

Allen Crissey field representative 
of the Holstein-Friesian of America, 
assigned to the New England district, 
and Frank Price, business manager 
of the World, also spoke briefly. E.

The net cash price to be paid the 
members of the Sheffield Producers 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
July, 1930, is $1.92 per hundred pounds 
for three per cent grade B milk in 
the 201-210-mile zone with the usual 
freight, grade and butterfat differen- 
tials. This is equivalent to $2.12 for 
milk sold on a 3.5% butterfat basis.

Market conditions are somewhat im- 
proved because of the falling off in 
production and the increased use of 
milk occasioned by hot weather.

The cattle prize list for the 1930 Na. 
tional Dairy Exposition in St. Louis, 
October 11th to 19th, is now ready for 
distribution. Prizes offered for the 
five dairy breeds total $25,000, which 
includes special awards of $1,650 
offered by the Holstein-Friesian Aggo- 
ciation of America, $1,000 offered by 
the American Jersey Cattle Club and 
$530 offered by the Brown Swiss 
Cattle Breeders’ Association, Cups, 
medals and prize ribbons are also to 
be awarded in many classes. Cattle 
entries close on September 18th. 

No important changes have been 
made in the classification except the 
addition of classes for bull and heifer 
calves which are entered for the 1932 
Futurity. Judging will be conducted 
on the new plan which provides for 
an assistant judge who is to act aga 
consultant to the official judge. The 
new rules regarding fitting of animals 
and providing for inspection by the 
official veterinarian of the Exposition 
will apply this year. 

The complete program of judging is 
as follows: Jerseys, October 14th and 
15th, J. W. Ridgway, Ft. Worth, 
Texas, judge and C. H. Staples, Baton 
Rouge, La., assistant judge; Ayr- 
shires, October 15th and 16th, John 
Cochrane, Bernardsville, N. J., judge 
and E. W. VanTassell, Wenatchee, 
Wash,, assistant judge; Brown Swiss, 
October 15th and 16th, J. P. Eves, 
Des Moines, Iowa, judgé and W. W.

RETESTING ACCREDITED HERDS 
IN NEW YORK 


The last Legislature appropriated 
$400,000 for the retesting of accre- 
dited herds at State expense. The 
money became available on March 
18th and on March 19th testing began. 

The department records show that 
on July 1, 1930, 80,188 herds were 
classified as “accredited”, represent- 
ing 788,758 cattle. From March 19th to 
July 1, 21,091 herds, made up of 249,996 
cattle, were retested at state expense. 
These herds were located in every 
county in the State, the tests being 
applied by 267 Accredited Veterinar- 
ians. During the month of June, the 
percentage of reactors found in 
accredited herds was .3 of 1%.— 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets, E. 
T. Faulder, Director.

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MICHIGAN IS FREE FROM CATTLE 
TB AFTER COURT UPHOLDS LAW 

The State of Michigan was offici- 
ally designated August 1, as a modi- 
fied accredited area signifying that 
all its cattle herds are practically 
tree from tuberculosis. This is the 
third State to attain this distinction, 
says the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. Maine was qualified in 
March, 1929, and North Carolina in 
October, 1928. 

Final accreditation in Michigan fol- 
lowed closely the recent dismissal of 
the so-called “black-cow’ case by 
Royal A. Hawley, circuit judge of 
Ionia, Mich. This case, which ques- 
tioned the validity of the law author- 
izing the tuberculin test, was filed 
against the State by E. S. Townsend, 
an lIonia County cattle owner. All 
other counties in the State had met 
the official requirements for accredi- 
tation. Judge Hawley’s decision sus- 
tains the right of public authorities 
to test, condemn, appraise and slaugh- 
ter privately owned cattle in the cam- 
paign to eradicate bovine tuberculo- 
sis. The outcome of the case is there- 
fore considered by veterinary officials 
to have an important bearing on simi- 
lar work in other States. 

In upholding the State in its suc- 
cessful fight against “one of the most 
dreaded and deadly diseases that at- 
tect humanity.” Judge Hawley held 
that the law is a necessary public- 
health measure and comes within the 
authority of the State. “It can not be 
successfully denied,” the decision de- 
clared, “that the State has the power 
to enact legislation requiring the con- 
demnation and destruction of tuber- 
culous cattle and to do so with or 
without allowing any compensation 
to the owner for such destruction. 
The State. however, as well as the 
Federal Government, does allow com- 
pensation for the animals destroyed.” 

A few days after the decision was 
rendered, the cow on which the case 
rested was slaughtered under the 
supervision of State and Federal vet- 
erinarians. The post-mortem examin- 
ation disclosed tuberculous lesions in 
the lungs and lymph glands.

College of Agriculture. 

In examining more than 200 full 
year records of dairy herds in Illinois, 
Case found that cows producing 5,000 
pounds of milk a year made it at the 
rate of $3.00 a hundred pounds while 
cows with 8,000 pound milk records 
kept the costs below $2.00 a hundred 
pounds. 

Case found a variation in feed costs 
as much as $30 a head between cows 
producing on the same level but he 
found that the conditions which cause 
these variations in cost are largely 
under control of the dairyman. 

Labor costs were twice as high on 
some farms as on others with cows 
of like production, In some herds, 
heifers were used to replace older 
cows before they began to depreciate 
in value while in others cOws were 
kept to such an advanced age that 
they had to be sold at a low price 
with a depreciation alone amounting 
to $25 to $35 a year for each cow in 
the herds.

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PENNSYLVANIA FARM 
JANUARY 1931 


Pennsylvania has entered the list of 
states providing for a state wide com- 
petitive exhibit of dairy cattle, other 
live stock and general farm products. 
Its legislature in 1929 provided an 
appropriation of $1,340,000 for the con- 
struction of a building to be used 
primarily for farm exhibit purposes. 
This building with a floor space of 
nine acres and providing all facilities 
for handling a modern show, is now 
nearing completion and will be in 
readiness for the initial exhibition 
scheduled to occur during the week 
beginning January 18, 1931. 

The building is the largest general 
exhibition structure under one roof in 
the country. The coming show will 
be in the nature of a great mid-winter 
exposition. Admission will be free. 

Pennsylvania has held no state fair 
since 1894 but beginning in 1917 there 
has been held each year in Harrisburg 
a winter Farm Products Show, This 
event, beginning in a small way, has 
grown to such proportions that 120,000 
square feet of floor space was neces- 
sary to house the exhibits at the show 
in January 1930. In connection with 
this last show there were held meet- 
ings and conventions of 31 different 
farm organizations. The proportions 
to which this show has grown is re- 
sponsible for the legislative recogni- 
tion and enactment. 

The Dairy Cattle Exhibit 

A dairy cattle classification and pre- 
mium list has been prepared similar 
to that of the National and other lead- 
ing dairy shows of the country. 
Fifteen hundred dollars in cash prizes 
is offered in each of the leading dairy 
breeds. Individual prizes start at $30 
in all classes 2 years old or over and 
run down to $10 for 5th place. Young- 
er animals start at $25 except in calf 
classes where the start is $20. Groups 
start at $40 and $30 except for county 
herds (8 animals) where the first 
prize is $75. Some of the National 
Dairy Cattle Breeders Associations 
are offering liberal additions to the 
cash prizes won by animals in their 
respective breeds. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America twenty per cent additional 
to all cash prizes won by cattle regis- 
tered in their association. 

The entry fee is $2.00 per head and 
entries will close on January 1, 1931. 
Stall space for cattle is somewhat 
limited and application for space will 
need to be made early in order to 
insure opportunity to exhibit. 

Exhibits for the 1931 show will be 
limited to Pennsylvania breeders. 

All dairy cattle must have certifi- 
cates showing them to be free from 
both tuberculosis and Bang disease. 

The building will be steam heated 
and cattle will be adequately pro- 
tected even though zero weather 
should prevail. The general catalog 
carying further details will be ready 
about September 1, and may be ob- 
tained by addressing Prof. E. B. Fitts, 
Pennsylvania State College, State Col- 
lege, Pa.
